The proportion of votes cast for 
the leading candidate is figured 
on the basis of the total numbei 
of senators and deputies declared 
elected and seated. This, is now

Unofficial Europe 
Congress Moving 
For Federation 


THE HAGUE, The Netherlands, 


May 10.—(IP)—Delegates to the un- 
official Congress of Europe unani- 
mously adopted today a resolution 
looking toward a Federation of 
Nations on the containent. 
"The time has come when the 
European nations must 
transfer 
and marge some portion of their 
sovereign rights" to permit forma- 
tion of a European Federation, the 
resolution said. 


Winston Churchill, a leader of 
the congress, declared In an 
ad- 
dress last night a United Europe 
would "revive the old glory" of the 
continent. 
Walter M. Magulre, a 


Stanford, Conn., lawyer attending 
as an observer, told the congress 
the United States wants "a strong 
and united Europe as our power- 
ful and resourceful partner." 
28 Nations Represented. 


Some 28 nations were represent- 


ed in the vote of the 
congress, 


which Is being hold without gov- 
ernment sponsorship. 
Those in- 
cluded the 16 Marshall Plan coun- 
tries, Western Germany and exiled 
leaders from Spain, Finland, Lat- 
via, Lithuania, 
Estonia, 
Poland, 


• Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Roman- 
ia, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. 


"The congress recognizes that it 
is the urgent duty of the nations 
of Europe to create an economic 
and political union in order to as- 
sure security and social progress," 
the resolution said. 
The draft said creation of a Eu- 
ropean Assembly, chosen by par- 
liaments of participating nations, 
la "a matter of real urgency."

TRAGIC OIL WELL FIRE HERE 25 YEARS AGO 
TODAY KILLED 13, CAUSED $150,000 DAMAGE 


Tragedy stalked the Corslcana- 
Powell oil field 25 years ago today. 


The Hughes-McKle No. 1 came 


In May 9, 1923, with a roar—a 5,- 
000-barrel gusher, plus millions of 
feet o< gas dally flow—then as two 
crews 
were 
changing 
tours—a 
spark from a control head, ham- 
mer or rock Ignited the well, snuf- 
fing out the lives of 13 men 
and 
causing damage estimated at $150- 
000. 


The well burned 11 days, 
four 
hours and 20 minutes. 


Like an active volcano In erup- 
tion, belching forth flames, fed by 
the oil and fas, the 
torch 
aent 
roaring flamea hundreda of feet In- 
to the air, The fire melted into 
billowing clouds of amoke 
that 
trailed hundreds of mllea from the 
inferno. 


The flamea presented a fascinat- 
ing spectacle and at night 
was

men. 


They have contracts with all the 
big railroads. So a strlko by a 
couple of key brotherhoods can shut 
down the railroads nationwide. 


Three Involved 


In 1947 all 22 brotherhoods asked 


for higher pay. By lato 1947 all but 
three had settled for 151-2 cents 
an hour, or $1.24 moro for an eight-
